a receiving unit that receives image data from a first image recording medium in

medium; 

a correcting unit that corrects the received image data; 
a printing unit that prints an image based on the corrected image data; and 
a saving unit that saves the received image data in the original form in a second 
recording medium : and 
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a control unit that begins a printing operation by the printing unit and a data save 
operation by the saving unit consecutively in case that the both operations are 
instructed before they are begun . 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) An innage printer system as claimed in claim 9 
[[10]], wherein the control unit begins the printing operation before beginning the data 
save operation. 

15. (Currently Amended) An image printer system comprising the steps of: 
receiving image data from a first image recording medium in an original form in 

which the image data is recorded in the first image recording medium; 
instructing a printing operation and a data save operation; 
printing out an image based on the received image data; and 
saving the received image data in the original form in a second recording 

medium ; and 

beginning the printing operation and the data save operation consecutively in 
case that both operations are instructed before they are begun . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3-9, 11-16 are allowed. 

Claims 1, 5, 9, 15 and 16 independent claims. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
3. As to claims 1, 5, 9, 15 and 16, the present invention from the appHcation discloses an 
image printer system in which " a control unit for controlling a printing operation for printing out 
a received image data in an original form from the first recording medium and a data save 
operation for saving the received image data in an original form onto a second medium 
consecutively in case that the both operation are instructed before they are begun" . The above 
limitations from the amended claims would overcome the teaching of the previous references 
such as Mikuni (US Patent No. 6,133,947) and Suzuki et al. (US Patent No. 6,704,119). 
Therefore, these above claims render to be allowable.
